General, ction that business conditions in this 

country are in a bad way and that cor- 
ruption exists everywhere. 

While not attempting to defend any improper prac- 
tices that may have crept into business transactions, 
the attempt to impress upon the minds of the unthink- 
ing masses the idea that the whole or the larger pro- 
portion of the business world, corporate or individual, 
is permeated with fraud and dishonesty, is even more 
a crime than has been disclosed in any investigation 
yet held. 

This country is at present a beehive of industry. 
Its daily and yearly transactions are of an unparalleled 
magnitude and it is silly to state that these transac- 
tions are carried on from day to day totally regardless 
of the rulings of honesty. 

There is a certain amount of reformation that is 
necessary and that should be favored from a general 
business point of view. Recognition of this fact must 
always be of substantial value in the work of regulat- 
ing things which must be kept under more or less sur- 
veillance. 

It is a general business proposition that the busi- 
ness most identified with certain conditions is the one 
which has the greatest interest in having those condi- 
tions in such shape as will meét popular approval 
and prevent the development of a spirit of hostility 
which in the end will kill the business in’ question. 
The sane business man appreciates the fact that the 
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most valuable asset of his business is good will; fire 
can destroy factories, cash can-be stolen, but good will 
can be neither burnt up nor appropriated. It is of 
slow growth and must. be jealously guarded. 

Singie instances of corruption will constantly crop 
up, but they are no criterion of general business con- 
ditions. The instinct of self-preservation is all power- 
ful and this in itself will be sufficient to prevent any- 
thing like general corruption in the business world. 








Most advertising done is aimed at the consumer. 
This is as it should be, but at the present time a great 
many manufacturers are making a cost-

portance o¢ *Y mistake ‘n neglecting to train their 
the Reta ler. gUNS on the retailer. There was a time 

when the manufacturer trusted to the 
retailer to push his goods; then competition became 
more keen and one line of goods after another was 
set aside by the retailer for what he deemed a better 
line. 

Experienced hardware men can probably call to 
mind how, in such circumstances, some manufactur- 
ers were ill advised enough to viciously attack the 
retailer for thus discarding their goods and giving 
prominence to others. This led to bitterness and re- 
taliation. The manufacturer began to disregard the 
retailer and approach the consumer directly ; he spent 
vast sums of money in advertising his goods and in- 
serted a “caution” or “warning” in his literature to 
“insist upon having the genuine,” “refuse all substi- 
tutes,” etc. It must be a source of gratification to 
the retailers to observe that some of the former big 
sellers are now compelled to look to their foreign 
trade to keep them “off the rocks.” 

On the other hand, some manufacturers have awoke 
to the fact that there are great possibilities and im- 
mense advantages in keeping on friendly terms with 
the retailer. The logical result is that their adver- 
tising appropriations are smaller and infinitely more 
effective. The manufacturer who does not court the 
good will and friendly interest and mutual co-opera- 
tion of the great army of retailers is permitting a 
leak to exist in his pocketbook which has no right to 
be there. 

Let us give an illustration to make our contention 
clear: A manufacturer who is spending $1,500 per 
month on magazine advertising sent a hotel attendant 
out to purchase a hardware specialty he was adver- 
tising. The attendant visited eight different stores 
before he succeeded in finding what he wanted. The 
manufacturer was surprised. But he had done prac- 
tically nothing to cultivate the good will of the hard- 
ware man. The latter admitted that he had had a few 
calls for the article but was holding off to see what 
proposition the manufacturer was going to make him 
so that he could handle the article with profit to 
himself. 

In other words, the manufacturer was paying for 
advertising in publications aggregating a circulation 
of 8,000,000 copies per month and yet anybody who 
read these advertisements and went to seven out of 
eight stores to procure the article was unable to do so. 
What an immense, extravagant waste that is! 

The time will never come when the manufacturer 
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"can afford to ignore the retailer. The retailer has too 


many friends who trust him and take his advice. It 
is a base, unfounded assertion to declare that the re- 
tailer does not care a rap what he sells; that he is 
interested only in the profits he makes. It is an asinine 
suggestion. Why, the retailer is in far closer per- 
sonal relation to the consumer than is the manufac- 
turer or than the manufacturer ever can be. 

Hundreds of people go into a store and ask the 
retailer about this or that article. “What does he 
know about. this?’ “Is it the best?” etc.—and the re- 
taller knowing that if he recommends something 
against the customer’s best interest he will lose his 
trade. He is not so short-sighted as to advise a cus- 
tomer to buy an inferior article merely because the 
profit is slightly larger. He can be trusted to have 
common sense enough to advise to the best of his 
knowledge. 

Once in a while some misguided manufacturer 
makes an attack upon the retailer, but the retailer can 
stand it. The manufacturer always loses. It would 
be far better if the manufacturer were to point out 
to the retailers how they are being hoodwinked by 
unscrupulous imitators. 

Therefore, we say to the manufacturer: Appeal to 
the retailer, direct some portion of your advertising 
to him. You will find it will pay and pay hand- 
somely. 








Look in what direction you may, you cannot fail 
to see signs of the wonderful prosperity of the United 
States. That building interests are 
po ee prosperous is apparent on every side, 
conan and this is true not only of the cities 
but also of the smaller places. Steel and 
iron, according to the mercantile agencies and other 
reliable sources of information, are on an exception- 
ally strong financial basis. There are sufficient ad- 
vance orders on hand to indicate that business will 
continue good for a year at least. The only obstacle 
in the field of building operations is the enhanced 
cost of materials and the high rates demanded by 
labor. 

The farmer wears the “smile that won’t come off.” 
The Hessian fly, the army worm and other disturbers 
of rural peace cannot cause him any anxiety. The 
weekly trade review says: “Underlying the confi- 
dence in the future course of business are the mag- 
nificent crop prospects and the prosperous agricul- 
tural interests.” There are some, perhaps, who pos- 
sess a tendency to underrate the importance of the 
farmer, but the agricultural interests are the barom- 
eter of trade. If the farming community is prosper- 
ing, other business conditions feel the upward im- 
pulse. 

Freight movements have reached a tonnage never 
before recorded; this is indicative of the increasing 
wealth of the rail and lake carriers. This is true not 
only of Chicago and the territory immediately tribu- 
tary to it but also of the Central West and, in point 
of fact, of the whole country. The express compa- 
nies and carriers generally find their energies taxed 
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in order to meet their responsibilities in a time of 
overwhelming good fortune. 

To go more into details, the reviewers of trade say 
that “the examination of the reports of business dur- 
ing the first half of 1906, now practically complete, 
show clearly that the six months made the most pros- 
perous period in the history of the nation.” And, if 
this is not enough to fill the cup of. happiness, they 
give the even more pleasing assurance that “unless 
heavy cancellations occur, the last half of the year 
will establish a still higher record.” 

We ought to feel happy and every American should 
feel that his lines are cast’ in very pleasant places. 
There are no clouds on the international horizon, 
peace and prosperity surround us; the man who loves 
to tell of his country’s greatness has now an unprece- 
dented opportunity. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

“Tue Art of Knowing How to be Idle” is the title 
of a book about to be written in England. I must con- 
fess that it is a good thing to know how to be prop- 
erly lazy.

It-is contended that to be able to idle at will is the 
most valuable gift and one that is becoming rarer 
every day.

To the man in a hurry there is no more 
annoying spectacle than that of another man engaged 
in taking life easy. 

The art of loafing is not properly understood by the 
majority of people.

That is the secret of the whole method. The super- 
ficial idler thinks it is his duty to be idle on all occa- 
sion§ but this is an erroneous view to take of the sub- 
ject. A man sometimes feels as though he must be 
up and doing. If he sternly represses this feeling his 
peace of mind is upset; ergo, perfect idleness is im- 
possible. A really scientific idler is the man who can 


idle at will.

Tuis is the time of year when the papers teem with 
fisherman stories. In place of a fisherman’s story, 
however, I heard recently a molder’s yarn, which is 
perhaps worthy of repetition. It happened at the 
foundry of the Pittsburgh Stove Company. It was 
the recess hour and those gathered together were 
telling of the wonderful feats they had performed in 
their respective trades. Some held records for ma- 
king air-tight bases for stoves, others had displayed 
great ability in making the deep superheating one- 
piece burners for the “Good Luck” gas ranges. Being 
human, they could not refrain from proudly referring 
to these records ; in one corner quietly eating his lunch 
sat a little man listening attentively to what was being 
said: Taking advantage of a moment’s silence, he 
said: “You fellows have certainly done some won- 
derful work and you remind me of a little experience 
of my own.

That 
spoiled the whole job and I have not been able tu 
borrow the model since. Such little tricks of molding 
conte easy to me.” 

There was deep silence as he told his story and for 
several minutes after he had finished not a sound was 
uttered. Then, of one accord, the men all rose to 
their feet and silently returned to work. Their hearts 
were too full for words.

Under the startling caption,‘‘Exit the Poster,” a news- 
paper editorial recently announced that investigations 
made by the American Scenic and Historic Preserva- 
tion Society “furnish ground for hope that the dis- 
play of paint and posters, for years a disgrace to the 
American landscape, is about to pass out.” So far as 
I have observed, however, it is not passing with any 
lightning-like celerity. There are still a large number 
of boardings dotting the landscape and there is no 
difficulty in finding them.

MINNESOTA AND BINDER TWINE. 


The Minnesota farmers are between “the devil and 
the deep sea.” It is a question, says The Chi- 
cago Daily Commercial, of their paying tribute to 
the “greaser” Trust of Yucatan and making their 
own twine or succumbing to the assaults of their own 
American Binder Twine Trust. Neither alternative 
is satisfactory; both involve submission to the very 
foe they have been endeavoring for sixteen years to 


. 


vanquish. 

As far back as 1891 the National Cordage Com- 
pany had advanced the price of pure Sisal twine to 
18 cents in Minnesota, although at the same time they 
had hammered the price of raw Sisal down to 2% 
cents a pound. 

The state began to manufacture twine. At first it 
made soft Flax twine, which was very satisfactory 
but the cost was too great. Then it began to make 
hard Fibre twine from Manila and Sisal and is now 
making 13,000,000 pounds a year at a good profit. 
The great competitor to-day, the antagonist upon 
which the batteries of the farmers of Minnesota are 
trained, is the International Harvester Company. This 
company is the largest single producer of binder twine 
in the world. It could not sell Sisal twine in Minne- 
sota in competition with the state-made twine because 
the state authorities figured the labor cost of the 
convicts at 63 cents per day and the International 
Harvester Company cannot get labor at that price. 

The International people, however, secured a proc- 
ess which is secret, making the cost of producing 
flax twine very much less than with the process for- 
merly used. A factory was established at St. Paul this 
year and the International Harvester Company has 
sold 10,000,000 pounds of flax twine at % cent under 
the state price for Sisal twine. The average annual 
requirement of the farmers is close to 23,000,000 
pounds of twine for each harvest and this year they 
have benefited both by the prison-made and by the 
flax twine. Between the two they have secured the 
whole supply at or below the prison price. They took 
what the prison made and then paid several cents more 
for Sisal twine made by outside factories. 

The. International Harvester Company, however, 
wants to sell all the binder twine used in the state 
and is dealing the cards for that purpose. The es- 
tablishment of the flax twine factory is a master 
stroke, inasmuch as the farmers raise the flax. They 

do not raise Sisal and have to buy it from the trust. 
Sisal is the fiber of the American aloe and is found in 
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Yucatan. At one time, as mentioned above, it was 
sold in New York at 2% cents a pound. Now the 
trust in Yucatan can get any price it cares to 
ask. They hold the crop until the farmer is ready to 
pay their price. When the state of Minnesota failed 
in its attempt to make flax twine, it tried to make a 
twine of paper. It was too smooth and slippery and 
the machines would not tie it into a knot. Nobody 
but the International people knows what it costs them 
to make flax twine by their new method, but they are 
selling the flax twine at % cent under the prison price 
for Sisal. 

The question that is now agitating the farmers is 
how long the International Harvester Company will 
continue to sell at this price. The trust organs as- 
sure their readers that the International Harvester 
people are gentlemen and that ‘they will always pay 
the farmers the highest market price for their flax 
and sell the twine at the lowest possible figure. But 
the farmers are wondering exactly what is going to 
happen.

Heating apparatus for houses, such as oil or gas 
stoves, can be successfully introduced in Corunna 
Spain, according to British investigations. The houses 
there are almost all built without chimneys, and the 
buildings not being of the first class people suffer 
considerably during the autumn and winter months 
from cold. The method hitherto in greatest favor for 
keeping rooms warm has been the old fashioned char- 
coal brazier, but this is falling into disfavor. Many 
small gas stoves or petroleum lamp stoves are in use, 
but petroleum is very dear and the small gas stoves 
are not very satisfactory. A good portable stove con- 
suming not much fuel would probably have consider- 
able success in the long run, although it might require 
some time to get it into general favor, as the Spaniards 
are very conservative in their habits. The same re- 
marks would apply also to good kitchen ranges. Those 
in use at presnt are either Spanish or French make, 
and are placed on a strong marble or stone slab raised 
about two and one-half feet from the ground under 
the open chimney. The ranges themselves are about 


‘one and one-half feet deep by three feet in length, 


leaving very little space for an oven. These stoves are 
also proportionately very dear, as the average price for 
an ordinary sized one is about $30 to $35. '

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THB BUGGY FIGHT IN WASHINGTON. 





Judge Edward Whitson, sitting in the federal court 
for the Spokane district, has granted a blanket in- 
junction at the instance of the Spaulding Manufac- 
turing Company of Grinnell, Ia., restraining the In- 
land Empire Implement & Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, E. W. Evenson, formerly its secretary; M. E. 
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Hay, E. E. Lucas, S. P. Cooke, R. J. Heath of Wil- 
bur, Wash., and John Doe and Richard Roe from 
“preceding, following in such a manner as to hinder, 
obstruct, harass or annoy or intimidate” the representa- 
tives of the complaining concern. The arguments cn 
the question of making the restrainer a permanent 
order will be heard in August. 

This action is the result of a decision of the imple- 
ment and hardware dealers of the inland empire to 
fight eastern buggy and stove manufacturers, who are 
charged with sending their products into the Spokane 
country and peddling them direct to farmers and 
ranchers. The Inland Empire Association, to whose 
notice the invasion of the eastern makers was brought 
some time ago, has set aside a big protection fund and 
a lively battle will follow. Officials of the association 
say there are more than 70 canvassers for eastern 
houses in the field, which they claim rightfully belongs 
to the local dealers, and it is purposed to rout them. 

The Spaulding company is also eager to clear the 
atmosphere, claiming that its representatives have a 
right to sell direct to the consumer, without the inter- 
vention of the dealers. 

Washington sends between $250,000 and $275,000 
east every year, the local dealers say, and they be- 
lieve it is their duty to protect themselves against ped- 
dlers. The buggy business has been made the subject 
of a state license of $200 in the interest of local trade. 
Judge Warren of the Superior Court of Davenport 
recently declared it illegal, but Judge Huneke of the 
Superior Court of Spokane county held shortly after- 
ward that it is constitutional and can be enforced.

STEEL IN HEAVY DEMAND. 





Unusually heavy demand for all kinds of steel indi- 
cates that the coming fall will be one of the most 
prosperous for the Pittsburgh district in years. Blast 
furnace operators fear now that there will be a scarcity 
of pig iron and prices have strengthened considerably 
since last week, There is not much fear among con- 
sumers that prices will continue to rise, but they now 
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dread that the very heavy specifications will cause a 
shoriage during the fall and early winter. All this, 
however, means an abundance of work for those in- 
clined to be busy in the Pittsburgh district and gives 
promise of a remarkably prosperous season for the first 
six months of the new year. 

Bessemer pig iron this week is quoted at $18 per 
ton, compared with $17.75 last week, and the demand 
is so heavy that the sale of the entire capacity of the 
furnaces is in sight. Foundry iron is quoted at $17, 
compared with $16.50 a week ago, and basic iron is 
held at $17.25, compared with $17 a ton a week ago. 
Those who feared some time ago that the summer 
would reveal a cessation of buying have been agree- 
ably disappointed and instead all of the steel mills have 
as much as they can do for the remainder of the year 
and in some lines the output for next year is already 
contracted for. 

Railroads have been unusually heavy buyers not 
only of rails, but of equipment, including steel cars, 
and the Pennsylvania has been an enormous purchaser 
of pipe for its elaborate system of water distribution. 
Many of the railroads have largely increased their or- 
ders for rails and much new work in the way of rail- 
road construction and extension gives promise of ex- 
ceptionally heavy demand upon the rail mills. The 
steel car makers look for the greatest year in their 
history from this on and the same may be said in 
other important lines dependent upon railroad buying. 

Already indications point to a bumper crop in al- 
most every line and the railroads in the West figure 
upon a heavy movement that will afford ample oppor- 
tunity for great expenditures for improvements in the 
spring following. Many large operations are pending, 
the dullness in the bond market having temporarily 
checked financing, but with the beginning of fall a 
genuine boom in all directions is confidently looked for.

Kruse’s letter through 
Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN wanting information as to 
the best way to put on tin roofing, I would say by all 
means lay the tin the narrow way—that is, have the 
standing seams 17% inches apart, cleated every 6 or 
7 inches; then there is not much chance for con- 
traction or expansicn, as there would be in the wide 
way or 2534 between standing seams, and less apt to 
buckle in either if roof has. say, 1-3 or % pitch.

«GOOD WORK ESSENTIAL.” 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I do not understand what Chas. Kruse means by an 
all-steel I.C. tin roof. All standing seam steel roofs are 
practicable, provided you have a pitch great enough 
-to prevent ice and snow from collecting water. I 
have always found that tin plate roofs seamed, cleated, 
well set down and soldered, give best results regard- 
less of length and width of sheets. I have had metal 
roofs buckle. and rattle with the wind, but owe it to 
conditions of lumber and weather, during time of lay- 
ing same. Much will depend on shape and size of 
your roof. If you decide to have a combination of 
standing and soldered seams lay sheets across the 28- 
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inch way; give you less number of standing seam: 
Use seasoned lumber well nailed in dry weather an. 
do not be sparing of your cleats, and I am sure all wi! 
end well. Yours truly.

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LOCK STRIPS 28-INCH WAY. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN : . 
In reply to Mr. Kruse’s inquiry will say as follows: 
My experience with standing seam roofing has 

proven it to be better to lock the strips the 28-inch way, 

making them 20 inches wide and about 17 inches in 
the finished roof, as it gives the roof more fastening, 
making it stiffer and it is not so apt to buckle or rattle. 
Hoping this information will meet Mr. Kruse’s re- 
quirements, I am, yours truly, 
Aberdeen, South Dakota. 


SHRINKAGE CAUSES RATTLING ROOP. 


A. W. Griswo.Lp.— 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to the important inquiry of Mr. Chas. 
Kruse, I will call his attention to the following facts: 
If a tin roof was laid without any standing seams at 
all it would rattle very much more than if it were laid 
with them, because the rattle is caused by an up-and- 
down motion of the sheets. Now,.the standing seam 
resists this motion, and the greater the number of 
seams the stiffer the roof will be. This condition un- 
doubtedly points to the advisability of laying the tin 
in such a manner as to secure the greatest number of 
standing seams, or in 20-inch strips. I believe, how- 
ever, that the rattling in the roofs is caused much 
oftener by the shrinkage of the boards under the tin 
than through the method of laying the roof. I would 
see to it that the boards were-well seasoned, that the, 
were dry and nailed tight to the roof joists. Then 
lay the roof in 20-inch strips, with no less than four 
cleats to every sheet, taking care that the strips were 
perfectly straight. If this advice is followed, I have 
no doubt but that a good roof will be the result.

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WOULD LOCK THE SEAM THE 28-INCH WAY 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In regard to which is the proper way to put on a 
standing seam tin roof, would say almost any way is 
proper if a reasonable amount of common sense is 
used in doing the work. ‘So many. of the boys imag- 
ine that just one way is proper and right and all other 
ways are wrong. So right. here is where I would 
correct the younger element. In our trade of to-da\ 
the most important part is to adapt ourselves to cir 
cumstances, The rules which might be good on on 
job might be all wrong on another and all the diffe: 
ence in the jobs might be the different location of : 
chimney or $5 or $10 on price of job. 

Not knowing anything about circumstances of jo!) 
in question, by Chas. Kruse, I would. recommen 
locking seams the 28-inch way because it can be ai 
on roof fastet and most likely give as good satisfac 
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is just and reasonable to suppose a roof laid with 
2534-inch strips is more likely to buckle and rattle 
than if laid with 1734-inch strips. 

If I wanted to do a customer a good job I would 
most surely fold tin the 20-inch way; while if price 
had anything to do with it I would use the wide strips. 
ut while the. 2534-inch strips are not wide enough 
to cause any great buckling and rattling still it is 
well to remember the wider the strips and farther 
between fasteners the more likely to buckle and rattle. 

There is one thing I like to do different from some 
of the boys in laying standing seam roof, and that is 
to drive my nails through the cap and between the 
strips of roofing instead of using the old tin cleat. 
I find I can do a better job, lay roof firmer and more 
secure in this way than with the cleat. 

Hoping this may be of some little interest to some 
if not to Mr. Kruse, I remain, as ever,

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

Midsummer has passed without bringing to the 
hardware trade its wonted period of relaxation. In- 
deed the vacation season has been an exceptionally 
trying one to many who with a volume of business re- 
markably sustained, have been obliged to carry an 
added load in the absence of those whose co-operation 
and assistance they usually enjoy. 

Manufacturers have also found conditions some- 
what trying; few have been able to catch up with 
their orders as they hoped to do. 

Full yields in nearly all our staple crops are now 
practically assured and activity is observed in many 
forms of enterprise dependent upon a successful agri- 
cultural season. 

In the face of these conditions prices of hardware 
have naturally remained firm. The market has also 
been characterized by great stability and steadiness, 
begetting confidence among distributors and with large 


consumers as well. It may be fairly assumed that 


early orders will be liberal not only in recognition of 
the present reasonable range of prices but in anticipa- 
tion of probable difficulty in securing prompt execution 


of belated purchases. 
Considerable interest is manifested in the wire cloth 


schedule which will be announced shortly and on ac- 
count of the unsatisfactory conditions of the trade 
during the past season most of the jobbers favor a 
higher basis than has been prevailing. 


PLATES. 

Heavy specifications from shipbuilders, boiler mak- 
ers and structural fitters have greatly strengthened the 
sheared plate situation and Eastern mills, owing to the 
large tonnage recently booked in their immediate ter- 
ritory, are not seeking Western business as eagerly as 
they did several months ago. Shipments of certain 
sizes are now deferred sixty days and on extra wide 
plates as much as ninety days are required. Universal 
plates are being offered in this market by one East- 
ern mill at a concession of $1.00 a ton, but as its avail- 
able tonnage is small the market has not been unsettled. 

Another boat was placed with lake shipbuilders last 
week, The steel for it will be let in a few days.

The Republic Iron and Steel Company is out of th« 
market on steel bars and the Morgan Steel and Iron 
Company is experiencing difficulty in securing suffi- 
cient tonnage of rods for its mills. 

The Illinois Steel Company is offering only a limited 
tonnage of forging and axle billets and has no ruling 
billets for sale.

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

The week’s transactions in all markets have more than 
maintained the records of the recent past. Sales of all grades 
have been made freely and buyers are manifesting a lively 
interest in conditions generally and a desire to cover for 
extended periods. Several sales of magnitude are reported 
for 1907 and this business is being entertained more freely 
by furnaces than has been the case recently. Prices are 
exceedingly stiff and an advance in many of the markets 
is momentarily expected. Prices on business for last quarter 
of 1906 and earlier part of 1907 are firm at current figures 
and buyers cannot help but realize the strength of the iron 
situation from the furnace standpoint at this time. Notwith- 
standing the good tonnage placed for future delivery, calls 
for prompt shipment business continue undiminished, show 
ing conclusively that tremendous consumption is being main- 
tained. Reports indicate but sorry results from the efforts 
being made to improve output tonnage. It is still below 
what it should be and much less than might be expected in 
the face of buyers’ demands on merchant furnaces. 

In the South there are practically no foundry and soft 
grades available and the whole tenor of Southern feeling and 
prices is upward. There is an immense ore movement on the 
Great Lakes and lack of this raw material is not affecting the 
furnaces interested. The number of plants out of commis 
sion is more largely due to their physical condition or lack 
of labor than to any dearth of raw supplies. 

Coke is ruling higher in all districts. The demands of 
the Western crops in the way of car supply is cutting down 
equipment at the ovens to an unusual extent, and as the 
railroads have made exceptional efforts to move the greatest 
grain crop in history, it is not to be wondered at that coke 
shippers are suffering and that a totally inadequate move 
ment will be the rule rather than the exception for several 
weeks to come. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

As suggestive a feature of the iron market as could be 
imagined is the fact that inquiries are now being made for 
deliveries over the first half of 1907. That is, some pig iron 
consumers are now seeking to purchase iron, the last of 
which will not be shipped for nearly a year to come, and 
producers are not particularly anxious to sell for next year. 
It is easy to understand their reluctance to sell so far ahead, 
as no man can definitely tell now what labor conditions or 
the prices of ore and coke will be next year; but that 1907 
business is already under discussion shows that consumers 
have orders either in sight or already on hand and that they 
have confidence in the permanence of the present high water 
level in trade. As for this year, nothing short of some colos- 
sal international calamity can interrupt or disturb it. 

The week has been marked by a steady and continuous 
purchasing and by a demand for spot shipments that cannot 
be made. A decided shortage in high-grade foundry irons 
both North and South has developed. No. 2 foundry is 
wanted for quick delivery and, while it can still be found in 
limited quantities for the last quarter of the year, it is prac- 
tically unobtainable for immediate shipment. It is evident 
that the July buying movement was of far greater propor- 
tions than was apparent at the time. The heaviest producers 
in the country have sold up solidly and are absolutely out of 


the market for nearby delivery on new orders. 

It looks very much as if consumption were just now 
greater than production. For the past sixty days pig iron 
makers have been having unusual troubles. More than the 
ordinary numbers of furnaces are out of repairs; then labor 
conditions everywhere are, exceedingly bad. The plain fact 
of the matter is that there is a much larger demand for labor 
than the supply. In the coke fields this is particularly the 
case. Then, too, this is the season when, because of the 
humidity in the atmosphere furnaces work poorly. Consump- 
tion, however, has ever since the end of the winter been 
steadily increasing and in the fall months will probably break 
all records. 

Sales during the week have been heavy. All kinds of 
iron have been sold and inquiry keeps up unabated. Coke 
is in fine demand and there is much buying for forward 
shipment.
